OF BRYANT POND TO . 
OBSERVE 125th ANNIVERSARY 


Members and friends of. the 
Universalist Church of Bryant 
Pond will observe’ the 125th anni- 
wersary of the church on Sunday, 
Aug. 28 at 2 p. m.,” with Mrs. 
Chester C. Bean, chairman of ser- 
vices. ; 

The first Universalist Society 
‘was organized in 1843 with 13° 
members, In 1851 land was donat- 
ed by John Frye with plans being 
drawn by Ezra F, Beal of Norway. 
‘Lumber was given and foundation 
was granite stone slabs quarried 
‘from nearby granite ledges., The 
‘total cost. of the building was 
$2,000 which was. paid for by the 
sale of pews. On Feb, 2, 1853, dedi- 
ation services were held and not 
only was this the first church in 
the town of Woodstock; it was 
the only Universalist Church, 
north of Norway, owned exclusive- 
Jy by its members. In the year 
1843 a social library was formed 
end on July 10, 1858 ine library 
‘was moved into the church. This 
was the first library in the town. 

Church services were -not held 
regularly in early years but in Ap- 
vil, 1867, Rev. Ezekiel Coffin be- 
came the first resident minister 
and the society purchased‘a par- 
‘sonage. In 1872 Rev.-Tabor settléd 
tas the pastor. Old records reveal 
‘that when weather permitted, sum- 
‘mer services were held in ‘Dear- 
‘ion Grove. Rev. Chester Gore 
‘Miller served as the pastor and 
‘many famous concert artists, who 


* were ‘Stintiiér residents, furnished

Mist lifted slowly from the 
pond this morning, clinging among 
the forest trees, Just off shore six 
ducks drifted in the vapor, then 
paddled away to the center of the 
pond.

Some time later the sun came 
over the hill, touching everything 
with a warm and innocent light. 


Jt turned to a beautiful day. So I 


packed my lunch to join my hus- 
and on the hill top where he was 
to finish his last field of hay, 

-Going up the Bulldozer Road, 
the stretch was filled from end to 
erid, with flower-laden jewelweeds. 
This, too, is a province of hum- 
ming birds and humming bees. 
They darted about with no concern 
what ever as I walked through. 
Once two ruby-throats came streak 
ing toward me. They zoomed, ut- 
tering a sharp squeak as they 
ment by. It was the same sound 
that I hear every morning by my 
bedroom window as they visit the 
pink jewel weeds and -the bee 
balms. One swept back and forth 
over the area making grating 
sounds; a kind of DEDEET! It 
was repeated many times. It land- 
ed and was still, then took off 
and called again. A few steps 
Deyond one was perched on a twig. 
it then darted down to feed am- 
ong the yellow blossoms, whirred 
Into the air and was gone. 

I arrived at the top of the hill 

where it was clear, cool, and scen- 
ic, 
. The land was dry for all sum- 
mer long the rain has‘ seemed to 
tremble on the brink of afternoon 
clouds without finding enough 
strength to spill over. 

We ate beneath a bowl of blue,
